Aa  Act  to  provide  for  the  salaries  of  Ministers  of  the  last 

Punjab  Government. 

It  is  hereby  enacted  as  folloWs 


Short  tftfe  and 
commencement. 


1.  (/)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  East  Punjab 
Ministers’  Salaries  Act,  1947.  s 


(2)  It  shall  come  into  force  at  once. 


1[1-A.  (a)  “Hduse”  includes  the  staff  quarters  and 
other  buildings  appurtenant  thereto. 


( b ) “Maintenance”  in  relation  to  a house  shall 
include  the  payment  of  local  rate  and  taxes,  and  charges 
for  electricity  and  water]. 


2[2.  (/)  There  shall  be  paid  to  each  Minister  a salary 
at  the  rate  of  fifteen  hundred  rupees  per  mensem,  and  to 
the  Chief  Minister, in  addition  , a sumptuary  allowance  at 
the  rate  of  five  hundred  rupees  per  mensem. 


(2)  Each  Minister  shall  be  prov'ded  with  a free  fur- 
nished house,  the  maintenance  charges  of  which  shall  be 
borne  by  the  State  Government : or,  in  lieu  of  such  house, 
shall  be  paid  an  allowance  not  exceeding  three  hundred 
rupees  per  mensem,  as  the  Government  may  in  each  case 
fix.  3[The  State  Government  may  also  allow  him  to  conti- 
nue in  free  occupation  of  the  house  provided  to  him  for  a 
period  not  exceeding  fifteen  days  from  the  date  of  his 
ceasing  to  be  a Minister.] 

(2)  Each  Minister  shall  also  be  paid  conveyance 
allowance  at  the  rate  of  three  hundred  rupees  per  mensem 
or,  in  lieu  thereof,  a State  car,  the  expenses  on  the  main- 
tenance and  propulsion  of  which  shall  be  borne  by  the 
State  Government], 

‘[Provided  that  the  maintenance  and  propulsion 
expenses  of  the  State  car  in  use  by  the  Minister  shall  not  be 
subject  to  the  limit  of  three  hundred  rupees.]
